Hubbard, a Westerner, came to 
Phoenix two years ago and opened the

after, five hundred of his friends 
founded here the Hubbard Associ- 
ation of Scientologists. 


A center was established in the 
east under the management of two 
able auditors at 507 Market Street 
in Camden, N.J. where the basic and 
"doctorate" courses continue to be 
taught and where, in the Hubbard 
Guidance Center, good processing may 
be had. 


Well known and well liked in the 
Valley of the Sun, as the Phoenix area 
is called, the Association decision 
to take its publications office east 
many months ago was widely deplored. 
On his return to Phoenix to give "just 
one course" jn January, Ron was so 
delighted to be back home that he 
refused to return east. He opened 
the office which had been virtually 
closed and scheduled new and contin- 
uing clinical courses in Phoenix. 


With training quarters at 616 N. 
3rd Street, Phoenix, Arizona and with 
‘business offices and publications at 
806 N. 3rd Street, Phoenix, the HAS 
is better appointed than ever before.

For meny yeers this hes existed as sup- 
erstition. It hes now been meesured on the 
most execting of scientific instruments and 
must teke its place as demonstrable fact to 
the most doubting of scientists end author- 
ities. 

A physicel instrument hes meesured the 
"non-physicel" fect thet we can end do ex- 
change ectuel energy and that this energy 
cen cause considerable effect. 

In 1932 it is recorded that L. Ron 
Hubberd promised he would somedey "conduit 
and exchenge" the "energy of life" much as 
one can cause electricity to flow from one 
battery to another. In 1954 he hes made 
good thet promise. 

Under the heeding of "the grenting of 
beingness" Hubbard ennounced the discovery 
briefly to the delegetes of the Phoenix 
Internetion Congress of Dianeticists and 
Scientologists. Later to those fortunete 
enough to be attending the Advanced Clin- 


icel Courses he is continuing to give in 
Phoenix, he mede severe] lectures end dem- 
onstretions of tre materiel. 


We have ell st one time or another felt 
"unreesonebly" comfortable or uncomfortable 
in the presence of another person. We heve 
experienced a feeling of exhaustion after a 


brief conversetion with some people and heve 
experienced elation efter talking to enother. 
Our folk-lore end superstition has been fill- 
ed with the suspicion thet there were "vamp- 
ires" end thet, es well, there were saints 
who dealt in "life"itself. 

And now Hubberd hes come forward, adding 
enother discovery to e well-leden history 
of discoveries, end hes demonstreted not only 
thet it is done, but that it can be measured 
with greet esse on e physicel meter. And not 
only thet, but he has produced methods by 
wrich the effect mey be enormously megnified. 

We do effect eech other. There is such 
a thing as "counter-emotion", just as Hubberd 
told us there was two years ago. 

The theory end prectice of the "grant- 
ing of beingness" end ite proof is not with- 
out ite rether emusing espect. 

The physice] meter which Hubberd used 


in making the discovery was s very advanced 
Methison Electropsychometer, the E-AR 400. 
(Although the seme tests can be made on 
other types of instruments, the E-AR 400 is 
somewhet more accurete then routine police 
end psychology mechines.) Dubbed "the 
mechine which cries for you" this instru- 
ment, in wide use in medical circles to 
detect pain, mersured increased current in 
the nerve areas of the body. 

Mathison hed little inkling of what 
his machine would do until Hubberd gave 
him e demonstretion thet he, Hubberd, could 
actually make perts of Methison's body very 
much more elive just by "thinking" et them. 
Methison, it is reported by those who sew him 
immedistely afterwards, was almost in e "state 
of shock". Mathison's own instmment hed told 
its inventor thet Ron Hubbard could end had 
"by will alone" monitored the norzel elect- 
ricel flows in Methison's body end hed cheng- 
ed them. 

Leter, beck in Los Angeles, Methison 
suspiciously conducted severel tests of the 
materiel Hubbard hed outlined to him end, 
with severel medicel authorities, had been 
forced to include such abilities in the 
humen category. It was found that pecple 
who are very alive or "cleer" could do this, 
if seldom to the degree of "voltage" Hubberd 
could throw.
